| Monſieur Chateaurenaud, with the French Men of War and the Spaniſh Flota, was arrived at 
Vigo : Whereupon he made all poſſible haſte to rejoin the Fleet, and traverſing 40 Leagues, over- 
took the Admiral on the 6th of October, and gave him an Account of this News; who wich great 
Joy declared his Opinion to proceed directly to Vigo, and ſent Notice cf it immediately to the 
Dutch Admiral; and rhe next day, the Weather being ſomewhar more moderate than it had beea 
the day before, he call'd a Council of the Flag-Othcers, and came to this Reſolution, That con- 
ſidering rheAttempring and Deſtroying thoſe Ships would be of the greateſt Advantage and Ho-

The Duke of Ormond, as ſoon as this Service was over, marched away with the Forces to Rocendallo ; 
and tis ſaid that he, with the Dutch, have ſeized there a conſiderable quantity of Plate. 

As ſoon as our Ships had paſſed the Brom, the Enemy, by the Example of Monkeur Chatraurenand, 
ſor fire ro and blew up ſeveral of their Ships, and run others of them aſhore: The Liſt annexed gives 


2 full Account of what are burnt, funk, and taken; of all forts there were ſeven or eight and thirty 
Sail, and not one of them eſcaped being taken or deſtroyed. 


There are 5 French Men of War in the Englih paſſe ſſiun, which the Admiral hopes to bring home. 

The Erg/iſþ have alſo 4 Galeons afloat and 2 aſhore ; and if it be thought impracticable to bring any 
of them home, the Admiral will rake care to ſecure their Effects for the Service of the Publick. 
The Dutch have taken the Bewrbow, a Man of War, but the is not in a condition to be carried home, 
and they have likewiſe poſſeſſed themſelves of 5 of the Galeons. 

There has been ſome Silver taken out of the bertoms of the Galeons that were burnt, which makes
